Education Board; Supt. 
Riddle to Retire in ‘73

Fred Riddle, superintendent 

of the Madison public schools 
during the past three years, an- 
nounced Thursday night that he 
is retiring July 1. 

Riddle gave his retirement 
request to the Madison Board 
of Education at its regular 
meeting. 

He said that since he has 
one month of vacation due, his 
departure wil] be about June 1 

Riddle formerly was_prin- 
cipal of Madison High School 
before moving to Collinsville 
eight years ago. He served five 
years as Collinsville’s athletic 
director before accepting the 
superintendent’s post here, Rid- 
dle has been an educator 28 
years. 

The retirement was granted 
unanimously by the board 

New board member Donald 
Boyer was seated after the old 
board canvassed the votes 
from the April 14 school board 
election. No changes from the 
unofficial vote tallies were re- 
ported. 

Chester McManaway, re- 
elected member, was seat- 
ed for another term. Har- 
old T. Fisk, former board 
president who also was re- 
elected, was absent. 

The new board voted to 
have James Childers serve 
as the new board president, 
and named Fisk secretary. 
The board was unanimous 
in the choices. 

Attorney William’ Kinder and 
Board Treasurer Raymond 
Kozielek were retained by 
unanimous votes. 

One of the, first items of 
business for the new board was 
0 vote to end the split-shift 
schedule at Madison, Junior 
High School after the’ present 
school year. 

Childers requested that a mo- 
tion be made for full days of 
classes next year and Willie 
Walker, board member, pre- 
sented the motion. The unani- 
mous approval of the board 

s followed by a comment 
rom a parent in the audience, 
“That is beautiful.” 

Riddle admitted after the 
meeting that overcrowding 
could be a problem next year 
as 425 students are expected 
and the school is designed to 
accommodate between 350 and 
400 students.

Owens-Illinois to Move 


Owens-Illinois, Inc., announced 
Friday in Toledo, Ohio, it’ will 
build a modern corrugated ship- 
ping box plant at Mount Olive, 
Il, to replace its facility in 
Madison. 

Edwin D. Dodd, president, 
said the site for the multimil- 
lion dollar shipping box plant is 
situated to enable the company 
to continue to serve the growing 
metropolitant St. Louis and Cen- 

Illinois areas, 

The site at Mount Olive, just 
off Interstate 55 about 45 miles 
northeast of St. Louis, is located 
at the exact center of the dis- 
tribution area served by Owens- 
Mlinois in these markets, Dodd 
said. 

Construction of the new 
170,000 square-foot plant, to 
include warehouse and office 
space, will begin soon on a 
35-acre site, Dodd said. Pro- 
duction is expected to begin 
in the plant by May 1974, 
Production will continue 
here until then. 

Dodd said the: Mount Olive 
plant will replace the smaller 
plant in Madison because “it is 
no longer feasible to continue 
operations due to the age of the 
facility.” 

The Madison plant, located 

rail center used by many rail- 
roads, was built before the turn 
of the century for production of 
Pullman ‘cars. 

Owens-Illinois sold the local 
facility in 1969 and has leased it 
since that time. The present 
lease expires in June 1974. 

Operations are expected to be- 
gin in the new plant before pro 
duction is phased out at 
Madison, plant.

Large Treatment Plant Approved

A permit for construction of 
Granite City’s secondary sew- 
age treatment plant under de- 
sign specifications providing ca- 
pacity operation at 23 million 
gallons per day has been 
granted by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 
Issuance of the permit ends 


a long wait by city officials for 
a state decision as to whether 
the -plant engineering would be 
approved with a capacity of 23 
million gallons daily, as origi- 
nally designed, or at’ 20 million 
gallons daily, a figure favored 
by the state EPA. 

A series of public hearings 
by both federal and Illinois 
State EPA authorities was held

3-Year Prison Term 
Governor 


For Former 


With a three-year _ prison 
term and $50,00 fine meted out 
to former Gov. Otto Kerner, late 
Thursday, U.S. Senator Adlai 
Stevenson III Friday called on 
Kerner to resign as a Seventh 
U.S. Circuit’ Court of Appeals 
judge, The conviction relates to 
a race track stock scheme. 

Kerner, 64, who served as 
governor of Illinois from 1961 
to 1968, is the first sitting fed- 
eral judge ever convicted. 

He and ‘his former state rev- 
enue director, -Theodore J. 
Isaacs, /62, éach was sentenced 
to three years on each of 11 
counts,, ali to run concurrently. 


The sentencing by U. S. Dis- 
trict, Judge Robert Taylor fol- 
lowed a 15-minute statement in 
which Kerner emphasized, “I 
was never tainted and my in- 
tegrity was never bought. In the 
end, this will bring me peace 
no matter how disgraced I 
stand.” 

The judge said the former 
governor could be granted pa- 
role at any time during his 
prison term. Kerner and Isaacs 
were allowed to remain free on 
recognizance bond pending ap- 
peal of the guilty verdicts. 

Each was convicted by a jury 
two months ago of bribery, con- 
spiracy, mail fraud and income

County, School Posts 
Held Incompatible 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 
has held that a member of a 
county board of supervisors can- 
not also be a member of a 
school board within the same 
county. 

Scott's opinion on that sub- 
ject was requested by St. Atty. 
Dayton L. Thomas of Gallatin 
County. 

The attorney general noted 
that the statutes which provide 
for local sharing of Illinois in- 
come tax revenues allow coun- 
ties to allocate such funds for 
school purposes.

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Seek Funds for 
Land Proposed 
As County Park 


The Education and Recreation 
Committee of the Madison 
County Board has filed applica- 
tions for state and federal funds 
to help purchase a 42.69-acre 
tract on Route 111 just north of 
Pontoon Beach for development 
as a park. 

The land is owned by Fifth 
District Appellate Court Judge 
George Moran of Granite City 
and his brother-in-law dnd sis- 
ter, Mr, and Mrs. Martin 
Schroeder. 

The tract fronts on Route 111 
on the east and Long Lake on 
the west. 

The application lists the value 
of the property at $3,000 to 
$4,000 per acre while the tax 
assessment for 1972 was less 
than $500 per acre. 

Judge Moran, who noted the 
property is taxed as farm land, 
said he is not actively selling 
the ground and would just as 
soon not be involved. 

He said that several years 
ago five acres of the tract were 
sold as a church site for $5,500 
per acre and six or seven years 
ago a strip was sold at $3,500 
an acre (for residential use. 

Louis Whitsell of Pontoon 
Beach, committee chairman, 
said that in his opinion the land 
is worth $5,000 an acre and that 
the tract was selected because 
of its location in a population 
center. 

‘At $3,000, the cost would be 
about $128,000. The application 
for-funds is for 50% of the land 
cost.

Closed Circuit TV to 
Monitor State Prisons

Springfield—Inmates at Pon- 
tiac and Stateville penitentiar- 
ies will soon be on their own 
version of “candid camera” 
whenever they. gather in large 
numbers on the prison grounds. 
Under a $200,000 grant from 
the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission, closed circuit tele- 
vision will be installed to moni- 
tor the dining hall, chapel and 
outside yard areas at each pri- 
son. The state department of 
corrections will contribute an- 
other $68,000 toward the proj- 
ect, expected to be completed 

and operational by Sept. 1. 
Similar, less extensive elec- 
tronic monitoring has, been 
done at Menard: prisort&for a 
number of years with both 
guards and inmates there re- 
ported heavily in favor of the 
surveillance because it gen- 
erates an increased feeling of 
security.

Cameras will not invade in- 
mates’ privacy by surveying 
convicts in their cells and will 
not be used in lieu of guards, 
but are instead, intended to 
supplement guards by providing 
a constant check on areas 
where large inmate concentra- 
tions can, and in the past some- 
times have, generated outbreaks 
resulting in injuries and death 
to inmates and gorrectional offi- 
cers. 

It is expected that, as at 
Menard, the psychological effect 
of knowing the cameras are 


present will, in itself, diminish 
many incidents, since the cam- 
eras are equipped for close-ups 
through zoom lenses, and inci- 
dents monitored can be video- 
taped for permanent records 

At Stateville and Pontiac, the 
chapel and dining hall will be 
monitored and video taped 
every time they are in use by 
inmates. The chapel is often 
used for various recreational 
activities, as well as for religi- 
ous services. 

If an incident occurs in either 
place, it will automatically be 
recorded without any action by 
a corrections officer. During 
normal operations when no in- 
cidents occur, the tapes will be 
reviewed and then erased for 
use again the following day. 

In the outside yard areas at 
both prisons, surveillance will 
be maintained when inmate ac- 
tivities are scheduled. The 
equipment there will be under 
control of a corrections officer 
in the command, control and 
communications center located 
in a security section of the 
prison. From that post, the offi- 
cer in charge will be able to 
pan, tilt and zoom the cam- 
eras and record eyents on vi- 
deo tape, if an incident breaks 
out 

In addition, at Pontiac there 
are “blin areas in the out- 
side yards which cannot be 
seen from either the wall or 
the inside towers. Monitors 
there will be manned during 
any part of the day when in- 
mates have legitimate access

Springfield — In the interest 
of a cleaner environment, the 
majority of Illinois residents 
are willing to separate their 
trash, quit’ buying paper cups 
and haul their beverage contain- 
ers back to the store to get 
their deposits back. 

At least so says a recently 
completed survey done by the 
survey research laboratory at 
the University of Illinois for the 
Illinois Institute for Environ- 
mental Quality. 

The lengthy survey reported 
that most Illinois residents were 
willing to change their _ life- 
styles to some extent to achieve 
a cleaner environment, though 
they were more willing if they 
were under 60. They were also 
somewhat more willing to pay 
more to achieve the desired 
goals if they were in the upper 
economic brackets, while those 
with lower incomes were less 
inclined to agree to~ increase 
costs. 

Not surprisingly, where the 
residents live affected their an- 
swers. Most felt that pollution 
of rivers and lakes was the 
most serious source of pbllu- 
tion in the state, followed by 
air pollution, pollution from 
solid waste and noise pollution, 
in that order, while most indi- 
cated they had occasionally 
been bothered as well by some 
form of visual pollution. 

City residents were more 
likely to be concerned about 
pollution than suburban or rural 
residents with those in Chicago 
and other cities with a popula- 
tion of 100,000 or more having 
the most concern for wa 
collecting, processing an 
posing of trash and garbage. 
Every tenth Chicagoan and 
every fourth non-white Chicago- 
an experiencing problems with 
rats, 

Overall, those surveyed gave 
the most support to plans to 
seperate glass, metal and paper 
trash, to purchase products with 
as little ouside packaging as 
possible, and to paying a de- 
posit on all glass containers 

By more than eight out of ten 
they approved all three of these 
proposals, with more than 90% 
indicating they would cooperate 
in a plan for sorting out the 
trash before discarding it, while 
81% indicated they would be 
willing to pay a deposit on each 
glass container they bought 

More than 85%, the surv 
found, said they would be will- 


ing to stop buying paper plates

Full State Funding of New 
School Building Proposed 


The case for full-state fund-. 
ing of school construction has 
been strengthened by the steps 
which have been taken in 
Maryland, according to George 
C. Ackerlund, professor of ed- 
ucational administration at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 


Ackerlund, who has made de- 
“tailed studies of school funding 
problems in Illinois, has pro- 
posed a “pay-as-you-build”’ state 
controlled capital financing pro- 
gram for Illinois school dis- 
tricts. He believes the plan 
would reduce long term costs 
of facilities by as much as one- 
third. 

He says the state of Mary- 
land is the only one, except for 
the single-district state of Ha- 
waii, in which the state pays 
100% of the cost of building 
new schools and of renovating 
old ones in certain cases. He 
quotes a Nationa] School Public 
Relations Association newslet- 
ter which states that a$ the 
Maryland public gthool con- 
struction program nears the 
end of its second year, “‘even 
those who originally opposed it 
are changing their minds.” 

According to the NSPRA 
newsletter, “The educators’ 
greatest fear — loss of local 
control—has not materialized.” 

One superintendent, Homer 
0. Elseroad, originally _ re- 
garded as one of the program’s 
chief critics, said, “School fa- 
cilities in Maryland will be 
much better in a few years 
than they would have been 
otherwise.” Another _ superin- 
tendent, Jack B. Kussmaul, 
was quoted as saying, “The 
program has resulted in school 
facilities previously not possi- 
ble.” 

The superintendents reported- 
ly are crediting the new plan 
of full state funding with im- 
proving the quality of school 
facilities by establishing con- 
struction guidelines, requiring a 
master plan, making landscap- 
ing. an integral part of building 
contracts, establishing accept- 
able equipment lists, and pro- 
viding for essential minimums, 
such as gymnasium areas for 
elementary schools and driver 
education ranges. 

One of the Maryland super- 
intendents, M. Thomas Goedeke 
of Howard County, sdys the 
program has zemoved the need 
for local approval of bond is- 
sues, sharpened the ¢reativity 
of local statf through a state 
review of plans, and instituted 
‘cost reducing ‘building princi- 
ples.”” 

Elseroad points to other 
gains: money can be found for 


emergencies, more emphasis 
is placed on long-range plan- 
ning,'and general interest rates 
on bonds are more favorable. 
‘The -superimendents say 
equalization of school facili 
is occurring as the cost of con- 
struction is being borne equit- 
ably throughout the state.

Study Year-Round Schooling 


Eleven state grants totaling 
$81,308 have been awarded to 
19 school districts to conduct 
feasibility studies on year-round 
school programs, Illinois Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction 
Michael J. Ba&kalis, has an- 
nounced, j 

The grants provide school dis- 
tricts with approximately 80% 
of the funds necessary to study 
the feasibility of adopting the 
full-year school program in one 
or more schools in the district. 

Full-year feasibility studies 
must include, but are not limit- 
ed to, the following: educational 
program, building and space 
needs, administrative and per- 
sonnel costs, transition costs 
and plans to provide equal ed- 
ucational opportunity. 

Rather than simply increas- 
ing the number of.days a stu- 
dent attends school, 12-month 
plans require each student to 
attend school the traditional 180 
to 185 days, but stagger the va- 
cation periods. so that a certain 
percentage of students is on va- 
cation throughout the year. 
Thus, a greater number can _at- 
tend school in existing facilities. 

Supt. Bakalis said the full 
year school is not seen as 
a panacea that will solve all 
the economic and learning 
problems in a school dis- 
trict.

Of Conflicting Proposals

Springfield—Each time legis- 
lation is introduced in the Gen- 
eral Assembly dealing with 
state aid to public education 
the matter is always complex. 

As always this year the Gen- 
eral Assembly has two spending 
proposals for elementary and 
secondary education. One is 
sponsored by the Democrats 
and one by the Republicans. 
Gov. Daniel Walker has esti- 
mated in his 1974 fiscal yeaf 
budget that spending in this 
area should be increased some 
$134 million. 

The Democrats are pushing a 
proposal that also calls for a 
two-year freeze on all property 
tax rates for educational pur- 
poses in the high-rate districts. 
This would affect such unit dis- 
tricts as those which have 
taxes of $3 or more per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, -and those 
unit districts which have taxes 
of $2.20 or more per $100 valua- 
tion, 

The Democratic proposal also 
calls for a lowering of the qual- 

* ifying rates for the dual dis< 
tricts — those districts which 
have elementary and secondary 
schools governed by separate 
board of education. 

Unit districts are those dis- 
tricts which have one board of 
education for both the schools.

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The Democrats want to lower 
the qualifying for the dual dis- 
tricts by. .04% for elementary 
districts and by .02% for the 
high schools. 

So this would mean a mini- 
mum tax rate of 82-cents per 
$100 valuation for the dual high 
schools and" 80-cents for the 
dual elementary districts. The 
qualifying rate for the districts 
is the minimum amount of tax 
that must be levied by a district 
inorder to be eligible for state 
aid. 


One of the salient points of the 
Republican proposal, which is 
being advanced by Rep. G. L. 
Hoffman (R-Elmhurst) seeks to 
throw out the so-called founda- 
tion leve] theory which is now 
used, In‘ its place would be a 
“resource equalizer.” Under 
this proposal, Hoffman points 
out each pupil in the state would 
be placed on an equal financial 
basis. ¥ 

Under this proposal over a 
four year span, the allocation 
would eventually go up to $1,260 
per pupil in ali districts in the 
state. This the Republicans be- 
lieve would eventually mean the 
state would be taking over the 
funding of education on the 
state level. 

So all indications are that 
there is shaping up in the 78th 
General Assembly a good fight 
over state aid to public educa- 
tion, The Democrats are also 
pushing a provision calling for 
a disadvantaged student weigh- 
ing factor, ‘ 

This would be in lieu of the 
present density factor. The dis- 
advantaged student weighing 
factor has always caused some 
concern particularly among the 
downstate legislators. 

But it appears that compro- 
mise will probably have to be 
worked out before a definite 
state aid formula for aid to pub- 
lic schools is completely worked 
out and passed.

No. 1 Health Problem Will Hit 20 Million; Psychiatri

Twenty million people living 
today in the United States are 
headed for mental breakdown: 

For many, the signs may not 
be evident right. now — but it 
is a statistical’ fact that one 
person in every ten will sooner 
or latter suffer some kind: of 
mental disorder requiring pro- 

— fessional help. 

Mental illness is Amer- 
ica’s major health problem. 

It hospitalizes more peo- 
ple than all other ilinesses 
combined, including cancer 
and heart disease. 

On any day there are 753,000 
persons under psychiatric care 
in. hospitals alone, plus about 
$173,000 who are on a “‘trial 
visit” or a similar form of 
supervised community care. 

There are 548 mental hospi- 
tals in the United States. 

They include 304 state and 
county hospitals, 65 Veterans 
Administration neuropsychiatric 
hospitals, two other federal hos- 
pitals and 174 private psychiat- 
ric hospitals. 

In addition there are 2,250 
public and private clinics serv- 
ing an estimated 1,350,000 out- 
patients. 

The National Institute of Men: 
tal Health estimates that men- 
tal illness costs the country 
more than $20 billion a year in 
medical bills and lost produc- 
tivity. 

Business executive, politican 
or soldier, white-collar worker 
or blue-collar worker — no per- 
son is immune. 

Particularly distressing is 
the growth of the problem 
among young people. 

Authorities estimate that 
there are more than a mil- 
lion children suffering from 
serious emotional distur- 
bances or from outright 
schizophrenia or other psy- 
chotic condition. 

Ten per cent of all schoolage 
children have emotional prob- 
lems requiring psychiatric help. 

The number of boys 10 to 14 
in mental hospitals has in- 
creased sixfold since 1950, com- 
pared with only a twofold in- 
crease in total population of 
this age group. 

The number of young people 
aged 15 to 24 in mental hospi- 
tals has risen 35%. An addition- 


al 70% increase is expected for 
the coming year. 

This compares with an in- 
crease of 36% for this segment 
of the total U,S. population. 

Suicide is the second 
leading cause of death 
among college students. 

In a report “Crisis in Child 
Mental Health: Challenge for 
the °70s," published by the 
Congress-appointed Joint Com- 
mission on Mental Health of 
Children, a strong plea was 
made for increased acceptance 
of a more flexible view of men- 
tal health and a more concrete 
apprdach toward emotional dis- 
turbances in children. 

“There are more children suf- 
fering from severe mental ill- 
ness than current resources can 
possibly care for,”’ said Irving 
H. Chase, president of the Na- 
tional Association for Mental 
Health (NAMB). 

Only one in- every five state 
mental hospitals makes any 
provision for mentally .ill chil- 
dren, accgrding to the NAMH. 

Of those that do, only a few 
provide the separate care, and 
the treatment, special attention 
and schooling such children 
need, 

Of the 4,000 children now in 
state mental hospitals, fewer 
than 1,000 are said to be getting 
this kind of special attention. 

The over-all lack of adequate 
facilities for treating the men- 
tally sick of all ages is one 
of the chief concerns of the 
NAMH. 

“Only custodial care is re- 
ceived by the great majority of 
patients in state mental hospi- 
tals,” Chase said. 

“A very small percentage 
receive intensive psychiatric 
treatment, even though re- 
search has demonstrated that 
some patients who have been 
in the hospital as long as five, 
10 or 20 years recover when 
they receive intensive treat- 
ment. 

“The reason for this situa- 
tion is that few state hospitals 
get the necessary funds to pro- 
vide adequate staff and equip- 
ment for this treatment.” 

The amount a hospital spends 
for the maintenance of patients 
varies widely from state to 
state. 

Average daily expenditure in 
public mental hospitals is $8.84 
per patient, but in some insti- 


tutions it ig as low as $3.99. 
The California state mental 
health budget is perhaps one 
of the most dramatically ex- 
panded in’ the country, with 
about $26, per day spent on 
each hospitalized patient. 
Veterans Administration 
psychiatric services spend 
around $16 per patient per 
day. | 
Average expenditure per 
patient per day in private 
psychiatric hospitals is $100. 
Many public mental hospitals 
are mammoth institutions, often 
overcrowded, isolated from the 
community, crippled by acute 
personnel shortages, inadequate, 
facilities ‘and insufficient equip- 
ment. 


For every patient who re- 
ceives any kind of treatment, 
which may include being seen 
by a psychiatrist perhaps once 
a month, and. then only for'a 
few minutes, there is likely to 
be another’ who receives noth- 
ing except custodial care. 

California is a leader in de- 
veloping alternate methods of 
health care delivery. 

A large part of the battle 
against mental illness is 
now waged outside of the 
big institutions, in neighbor- 
hood clinics. 

Operating under various 
labels — “crisis center,” 
“day|.care center,” ‘“guid- 
ance clinic’ or straight 
“mental health clinic? — 
they are part of the grow- 
ing community mental 
health movement. 


Seventy per cent of patients 
now ih mental hospitals, pro- 
viding) they receive proper 
treatment, have a good chance 
of coming ~out either totally 
recovered or, with adequate 
aftercare, able to take up a 
useful life again. 

Twenty-five years ago, a vic- 
tim af schizophrenia, the most 
prevalent mental crippler, faced 
‘a 50-50 chance ‘of being hospi- 
talized for more than a year. 

Today, providing he en- 
ters an adequately staffed 
institution, his chance of re- 
lease within a period rang- 
ing from a week to a year 
is increased to four out of 
five. 

Such is the measure of pro- 
gress in the treatment of men- 


when victims were locked away 
in insane asylums and treated 
as social outcasts. 

New therapeutic techniques, 
aided by advances in neurobio- 
logical and biochemical re- 
search, are bringing relief to 
thousands. 

Many of the more mod- 
erate cases can now be 
greatly improved as a re- 
sult of short-term therapy, 
often involving no more 
than a series of “talking-it- 
out” sessions with a psy- 
chiatrist. 

Many other psychiatric 
disorders are helped by 
tranquilizers and antidée- 
pressants. : C 
“Modern drugs have made 

possible tremendous advances 
in the treatment of emotionally 
distrubed individuals,” said Dr. 
Bertram -S.. Brown, director of 
the National Institutes of Men- 
tal Health. 

Electric shock treatment has 
had considerable success with 
certain depressive disorders, 
although since the advent of 
newer therapeutic drugs, the 
utilization of shock therapy has 
declined to a considerable de- 
gree. 

Still the most baffling of men- 
tal disorders, one which each 
year hospitalizes' more than 
a quarter of a million persons, 
is schizophrenia. 

Commonly known as “split 
personality,” it is character- 
ized by hallucinations, delu- 
sions, generally disorganized 
thinking and impairment of 
emotional” response. 

For those who have failed to 
respond to conventional psy- 
chotherapy, drugs or shock 
treatment, an operation may 
be effective. 

‘Advances in microscopy have 
led to the uncovering of vital 
information about the location 
and function of key structures, 
and enabled surgeons to probe 
the human brain in an increas- 
ingly successful attempt to cor- 
rect serious mental disorders. 

Practitioners report improve- 
ment rates as high as 80% 
among patients who have been 
institutionalized for long per- 
iods, suffering from schizo- 
phrenia, acute depression or 
anxiety and periodic outbursts 
of uncontrolled violence. 

In many cases where psy- 


tal illness since the dark days chosurgery has been used, such 
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symptoms have disappeared or 
been brougt under control to 
such an extent that the persons 
have been able to resume nor- 
mal lives. 


Brain surgery is still a high- 
ly controversial subject, how- 
ever. f 

To many’ people, it smacks 
too much of ‘“‘mind control.” It 
is used only as a last resort, 
or in about one out of every 
100 serious cases. 

Modern research also is 
being directed as ways of 
treating serious niental ill- 
ness which do not involve 
cutting into brain tissue. 

One method that is re- 
ported to have brought tem- 
porary relief to some pa- 
tients is the use of high- 
frequency sound -waves -to 
interrupt the electrical con- 
ductivity of brain cells, 
thus impeding the reception 
of emotional impulses in the 
cortex. 

Meanwhile, the search for un- 
derlying causes of mental -ill- 
ness laboratory work devgted to 
uncovering more secrets about 
the chemical makeup and func- 
tioning of the human brain, 
sociological factors also are 
being taken into account. 

The extra stresses put on 
individuals by a modern, 
industrialized urban society, 
the fading of the family 
concept, which leads to 
“impersonal” living and 
difficulty in relating to so- 
ciety, are frequently cited 
as contributing causes. 

Dr. David Rosenthal of the 
National Institutes of Mental 


Health has reported there is 
growing evidence that all kinds 
of abnormal behavior might 
be inheritable. 

The genetic evidence is not 
always clear and final, he said, 
and the contributing effect of 
family and other environmental 
influences is not well under- 
stood. 

But “there is sufficient evi- 
dence for genetic factors in all 
the behavioral disorders for us 
to take the genetic hypothesis 
seriously.” 

He emphasizes the role of 
genetics in a recent book, 
“Genetic Theory and Abnormal 
Behavior.” 

But he also suggests that the

yet we know little about the 
causes and initial prevention of 
mental illness.” 

A leader in the fight against 
this scourage, the NAMH sup- 
ports related scientific research 
and education) programs, and 
engages in social action and 
legislative activity to stimulate 
provision of adequate facilities 
and services for mentally ill 
persons in every community.

Training of Hunting Dogs 
Through Year Gains Support 


An amendatory bill to permit 
hunting dog training throughout 
the year has the support of 
Gov. Dan Walker and the State 
Department of Conservation. 
The bill advocates early favor- 
able! action so that’ its provi- 
sions may be applicable this 
spring. 

The, amendment (HB 783) to 
Minis? statutory game code 
has been introduced in the 
House by Rep. Kenneth Boyle 
(D-Carlinville), member of the 
House Agriculture and Natural 
Resources Committee, 


The bill also provides for 
coon and fox hound field trials 
to be open both day and night. 
It would ban dog training and 
field trials only during the 10 
days preceding and 10 days fol- 
lowing the fur-bearer season. 


Governor Welker commended 
Rep, Boyle for his far-sighted- 
ness in introducing legislation 
that would allow dog owners the 
opportunity to train and up- 
grade their hunting breeds. 

The governor said, ‘Training 
of hounds is a very important 
facet of hunting and outdoor re- 
creation. However, just as im- 
portant, this bill also allows 


pointing and retrieving dogs to 
be trained, which is vital to 
hunters and has long been ad- 
vocated by conservationists.” 


Previously, the game code 
prohibited the training of point- 
ing dogs during spring and sum- 
mer months, and during the 
77th General Assembly, this re- 
striction was broadened to in- 
clude all dogs. 


This was done to protect ani- 
mal and bird species; however, 
studies have shown that free- 
running farm dogs and cats are 
the most damaging to wild ani- 
mals and that organized field 
trials and training of hunting 
dogs has very little impact on 
wildlife. 

“During the spring and early 
summer months, . training of 
young hounds and other hunt- 
ing breeds is very important to 
the hunter,” Anthony Dean, di- 
rector ‘of the Department (of 
Conservation, said. ‘House Bill 
783 would vide opportunity 
for dog training during these 
critical months. 

Training of hunting dogs year- 
round is important in disciplin- 
ary control, in keeping dogs in 
good physical condtion and in 
sharpening canine senses. This 
results in premium hunting op- 
portunities during the season 
and in good recovery of game 
by retrievers. 

Most neighboring states do 
not have restrictive dog train- 
ing laws. These include Missou- 
ri, Iowa, Wisconsin, Kentucky 
and Arkansas.

It isn’t surprising that Scott 
is a hitting sensation for Illi- 
nois_ Wesleyan _ University’s 
baseball team.

“Bob is nearly 15 pounds 
lighter this year.

The Titans were hitting .321 
as they headed south on a trip 
that saw them rained out of 
their first three games. That's 
quite-a contrast to the .202 
team average of 1972, when 
they scored one run in the first 
five games. This year they 
scored 38 times in the first five 
games while holding opponents 
to 10 runs, eight of which came 
in the second Millikin contest. 

Sharing the spotlight with 
Bob Scott was junior shortstop 
Mike Sprague of Clinton, who 
batted an even .500 on nine hits 
in 18 times at bat.

Price Rollbacks Ordered 
For Some Auto Dealers 


A survey of the Springfield 
District. auto) dealers has re: 
sulted in nearly $158,467 in auto 
parts and accessory rollbacks 
according to a preliminary re- 
port issued by Internal Reve- 
nue District Director Leon C. 
Green. 

Green said that 535 Ford and 
General Motors dealers were 
contacted by| the I.R.S. The 
preliminary’ report, covering 
80% of the dealers, showed that 
336 were not in compliance and 
that rollbacks totaling $158,467 
were being made to the con- 
sumer. 

The Springfield District sur 
vey is part of a national surv 
of auto dealers which has re- 
sulted in nearly $9.6 million in 
auto parts and ‘accessory: roll- 
backs. 

According to the Cost of Liv- 
ing Council, 25,000 Ford and 
General Motors dealers were 
contacted by the ILR.S. The 
preliminary report covering 
40%, of the dealers, showed that 
8,968 of the dealers were not in 
compliance and that rollbacks 
totaling $9,580,302 were being 
made. 


An, IRS spot check of auto 
dealers late last year in Ten- 
nessee and Virginia showed 
that dealers were selling parts 
and accessories in inventory at 
increased prices which caused 
them to exceed their allowable 
customary markups. This spot 
check the national 
survey.

State Board of Elections 
‘ Required by Constitution 


Copley News Service 

Springfield—Ilinois’ 1970 con- 
stitution requires that the Gen- 
eral Assembly establish a state 
board of elections to govern all 
elections. 

The ‘state charter also man- 
dates the General Assembly 
that when the board is estab- 
lished no one political party is 
to have a majority of the mem- 
bership. 


When nib was formulated by 
the Constitutional Convention 
back in 1970 apparently the del- 
egates felt that political feel- 
ings would not enter into the 
debates in the Illinois General 
Assembly. Last year attempts 
to formulate such a board got 
all. embroiled in political has- 
seling between the Democrats 
and Republicans. 


In the current session of the 
General Assembly Rep. Philip 
Collins, R-Calumet City, and 
House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, are sponsoring 
legislation to establish a state 
board of elections in the House. 
In the Senate, Sen, Daniel 
Dougherty, D-Chicago, is spon- 


soring legislation on a state 
board. 

The Collins-Blair bill is, ex- 
pected to get some rough sail- 
ing in the House. Dougherty’s 
bill could come under similar 
circumstances. 

This undoubtedly will be an 
area where major compromise 
will have to be worked out be- 
tween Democratic and Republi- 
can legislative leaders. Last 
year legislation to formulate a 
board passed the Senate, but 
got bottled up in the House, 

But ‘undoubtedly the Legisla- 
ture would like to do something 
definite in this area for fear 
that someone might take the 
problem to the courts. If it 
should land there, the Legisla- 
ture’s problems might 4just be 
getting started. 

Presently, Illinois has an elec- 
toral board, made up of the 
state officers, with the gover- 
nor as the presiding officer, in 
the main, the major function of 
the board is to certify candi- 
dates and then fertify the win- 
ners. It has no direct control 
over the operations of elections 
in the state.

_ Crunch Expected in Park, 
Recreation Funding Here

Springfield—with drastic cuts 
likely in the amounts of federal 
méney available for park and 
recreation purposes in Illinois, 
things aren't as bad as they 
seem. 

They're worse, am 

Bruce Rogers, chief of the i- 
vision of long range planning in 
the state conservation depart- 
ment, said that present indica- 
tions are that the state will get 
less than $2 million from fed- 
eral funds for such purposes in 
fiscal 1974, compared to $7.3 
million in the current 
year. 

But that, says Rogers, is only 
part of the problem. 

Last January, President Rich- 
ard Nixon announced an 18 
month freeze in Housing and 
Urban Development funds which 
previously had supplied funds to 
local governments under ’ its 
open space land programs. 

In addition, revenue sharing 
regulations specifically exclude 
dire@€ grants of revenue shar- 
ing funds to any specific taxing 
district, In Illinois, perhaps as 
much as 90% of. local recrea- 
tional facilities are provided by 
park districts, forest preserves 
and conservation districts, none 


fiscal 


of which could receive revenue 
sharing funds directly. 

It would be possible, Rogers 
said, for local municipalities to 
share their part of revenue 
sharing monies with these agen- 
cies, such as the city of Spring- 
field sharing its part with the 
loca] park district. But Rogers 
agreed few communities were 
likely to do so, Failure of mu- 
nicipalities' to adequately pro- 
vide for park purposes was one 
of the chief reasons separate 
park districts, with individual 
taxing powers, were set up in 
the first place, he said ‘ 

Current indications are that 
unless Congress overrides Pres- 
ident Nixon’s recommendations 
for appropriations cuts, Illinois 
will receive about $1.9 million 
for federal land and water con- 
servation funds for fiscal ’74 

For anumber of years, Rogers 
said, the Illinois share was 
about $2 million but it was up- 
graded drastically several years 
ago,; with the federal allotment 
to Illinois totaling $10.2 million 
in fiscal '72, and $10.3 million in 
fiscal "71.

Dixon Holds Line on Costs Despite Increasing Volume 


State Treasurer Alan J. Dix- 
on has announced introduction 
of five bills in the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly establishing his 
budget for 1974. 

“For the third successive 
year # have held the line on my 
operating budget, except for a 
very slight increase mandated 
by Social Security and Retire- 
ment programs,” he said. 

The state treasurer said that 
the cost of state government in 
1968 was $3.9 billion; in 1969, 

.3 billion; in 1970, $5.8 billion; 
in’ 1971, $6.7 billion; and. in 
1972, $7.5 billion, an increase of 
94% in a five-year period. Dur- 
ing. this same period, the in- 
crease in the cost of living, ac- 
cording to the U, S, Department 
of Labor, was 25.7%, 

“In addition to the increase in 
state government and the cost 
of living, the work load in the 
treasurer's office has also in- 
creased,” Dixon explained.” We 
are now processing 950,000 war- 
rants a month, up 46% over 
1970, and we anticipate an addi- 
tional 200% increase when the 
comptroller’s office is fully im- 
plemented. 

“We are servicing $69,000,000 
in outstanding bonds as _com- 
pared to $287,900,000 in 1970, or 
an increase of 243%, In 1972 we 
handled 12,600 forgery claims, 
an increase of 560%. 

“We are processing 22,000 
court orders for inheritance 
taxes a year, an increase of 
16% since 1970. 

“In spite of the increases in 
work load, cost of state govern- 
ment and cost of living, I am 
proud to say that my budget 
has not gone up at all, except 
for those slight mandated in- 
creases,” Dixon said. 

The treasurer said the second 
of five bills call for an appro- 
priation of $700,000 for direct 
payment for services performed 
by banks in lieu of compensat- 
ing balances, a reduction of 
$50,000 under the appropriation | 
asked last year. Under this pro- 
gram funds were made avail- 
able for additional investments. 

“we anticipate that this pro- 
gram wil learn $3.7 million in 
interest for the state by the end 
of this fiscal year,” the treas- 
urer said. “Simply stated, this 
means that for every $1 spent 
for the program, we will earn 
$5 for the state.”

Springfield — Presently’ about 
one of every three public water 
supply sources in Illinois is de- 
ficient in some respect, posing 
a continuing possibility of con- 
taminated water. 5 

John Anderson, chief of the 
diyision of public water supplies 
for the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, said that 
some 500 of the state’s 1,600 
public water supply sources 
have been found to be deficient 
and added that some of them 
have been ‘very slow” in tak- 
ing steps to correct the defi- 
ciencies. 

Stepped-up correction actions 
are anticipated in the future, 
following the recent addition of 
a full time lawyer to the divi- 
sion’s staff, Anderson said. 

Stephen Gunning has joined 
the division’s personnel to han- 
dle day-to-day legal work, in- 
cluding enforcement cases, he 
said. Cunning’s hiring — brings 
the division into line with other 
divisions in the state EPA, each 
of which has at least one full 
time lawyer on its staff, with 
some, including the air and 
water pollution divisions, each 
having several. 

Anderson’ stressed that no 
‘crackdown” is planned, and 
said most of Gunning’s activi- 
ties would probably be routine 
legal work, such as giving legal 
advice on division actions, rep- 
resenting the division in actions 
before the Pollution Control 
Board, and soon in developing 
a new, stricter set of rules and 
regulations for water supply 
sources, which the PCB will be 
asked to adopt. 

Last year, Anderson said, only 
seven ‘cases were brought be- 
fore the PCB for enforcement 
action, and the EPA’s position 
was upheld in all of them. 

One of the most common

“mone community for in- 
stance, the well is in an area 
where cattle graze. Any heavy 
rain means the cattle waste 
can soak into the ground and! 
into the well, if it isn’t properly 
built.” 

In one of the cases which the 
division won last year, a home- 
owner subdivided his property, 
built several homes, then mere- 
ly tapped into his own water 
main and ran a three-quarter 
inch line nearly a mile to the 
new houses. 

As a result of inadequate sup- 
ply, houses at each end of the 
new area frequently had no wa- | 
ter pressure at all, and vacuum 
conditions resulting could draw 
waste water. from washers or 
other contaminated water into 
mains providing drinking water 





for another home, 

Usually, Anderson said, the 
division prefers to notify public | 
water supply sources of prob- | 
lems and give them advice on| 
correcting them, to having. to} 
take action to force correction. | 

“Our goal,” he said, “is to} 
find trouble sources and get 
them corrected before the trou- 
ble can happen. Once a public 
water supply has been actually | 
contaminated, it's way too late 
to be taking action. 

The new rules and regulations 
the division hopes to see adopt- 
ed will be in the nature of an 
updating, Anderson said, since | 
the standards now in use were} 
drawn in 1966, and techi 
and techniques have ch 
and improved a great deal

Quad-Cityans through their munici- 
pal elections this month chose two new 
mayors, Paul Schuler of Granite City 
and David Moss of Pontoon Beach, 
and approvtd a second term for Mayor 
Mike Sasyk of Madison and a fifth 
term for Venice Mayor John E. Lee. 

City and village government, of 
course, also involves legislative bodies, 
other officials and. considerable input 
by citizens. But an indication of many 
future community programs is provided 
by a look ahead through the eyes of 
the four successful mayor candidates. 


PONTOON BEACH—Emphasis on 


street and drainage improvements. Ex- 
pansion of commercial areas to provide 
a tax base for increased municipal serv- 
ices. 

Contribution of village officials’ sal- 
aries to a fund’ to establish parks and 
playgrounds. Increased public partici- 
pation in governmental decisions. And 
annexation of territory where it is feas- 
ible and.well planned. ~ 

MADISON—Completion of arrange- 
ments for utilization of the remaining 
plant sites in the Stephen Maeras In- 
dustrial Park. 

Construction of a major retail shop- 
ping center along Madison Avenue. 

Implementation of a major program 
for improvement and blacktopping of 
Madison streets. Construction of homes, 


including housing for senior citizens, 
and upgrading of dwellings throughout 
the city. 

VENICE—Establishment of a North 
Venice recreation facility. Completion 
of current City Hall remodeling. In- 
dustrial development to expand the 
number of jobs available in the Quad- 
Cities. 

Acceleration of the Broadway under- 
pass project. Construction of new hous- 
ing, plus demolition of unsafe struc- 
tures. Establishment of a new fite sta- 
tion and expansion of services to sen- 
ior citizens without a rise in city prop- 
erty taxes. 

GRANITE CITY—Attraction of new 
industry and business, including com- 
pletion of the Downtown Mall project. 
Provision of adequate sewer facilities. 
Control of water and air pollution. 
Solution for drajnage needs. 

Expanded fire and -police servic 
and improved animal protection. Com- 
pletion of road projects and curb and 
sidewalk installations. Efforts to in- 
crease federal and state financing of 
local programs, combined with stimu- 
lation of economic growth in the com- 
munity. And new mayor-council com- 
munications procedures. 

No such brief listing for the Quad- 
City area could be complete, nor or all 
of the challengers of the next . four 
years visible at this time. 

But the planning indicates that this 
can be a busy, interesting, progressive 
era in which much attention is given to 
the needs and desires of the taxpaying 
public. 


Less Profit Too Simple a ‘Solution’ to Foreign Competition 


That all points of view on commun- 
ity issues can gain a forum—a “‘soap- 
box" from which to make differing 
beliefs known—is apparent from our 
publication of such articles as the one 
on this page today headed, “Dissent 
on way nationwide pact was reached 
to end stockpiling.” 

That we also retain the right to 
agree, to disagree—or to agree or dis- 
agree in part—also should be apparent 
from this and other editorial comments. 


Without attempting to assess at this 
time the basic merit of the various 
assertions in the ‘Dissent’ article, we 
do make the immediate observation 
that “‘profit’’ cannot accurately be 
termed evil or unnecessary. 


Even in a-busingss such as our own, 
in which what is best for the commun- 
ity and local citizens is the objective, 
profit is far from unimportant. Unless 
a newspaper is sound financially, as 
ours is, it could be tougher to stand 
up to the various pressures brought to 
bear regarding news coverage and 


editorial policy. 

In the steel industry, where periodic 
modernization requires massive infus- 
ions of money from the public, profit- 
able operation at a confidence-inspiring 
level is essential, not merely desirable. 

This being true, it seems inappropri- 
ate to say that steel firms’ should be 
content with lesser profit margins at 
the very time that their relatively low 
profit record of recent years has made 
them one of the least popular of all the 
stocks on the market.

The proposed 1973-1990 Madi- 
son County Regional Plan is 
based on a number of goals, 
objectives, policies and assump- 
tions. i 

The plan contains a series of 
recommendations —_ reguarding 
Projected future use of various 
land areas, and those recom- 
mendations are presented in 
the form of plan functions, basic 
underlying assumptions and de- 
velopment goals and policies. 

The written and graphic ex- 
pressions of the plan are com- 
plementary and have been de- 
signed to be used together. 

Primary functions of the 
Madison County Regional Plan 


are summarized as follows: 

1. To provide a statement of 
public policy regarding the 
guidance and direction of de- 
sirable physical development 
within the county. 

a. To provide public, officials 
and the private sector with de- 
velopment policy guidelines to 
assist them in their daily, week- 
ly, monthly and annual decision 
making on specific development 
issues and on future public ex- 
penditures.”

ses, industries, subdivision de- 
velopers, as well as officials of 
county and municipal govern- 
ments.

3. To provide administra- 
tive continuity through 
successive county govern- 
ment administrations. 

4. To inform the general pub- 
lic regarding possibilities in 
shaping future urban growth in 
the public interest. 


Scattered Residential Development to Be Discouraged 


In order to maintain sound 
judgment and consistency in the 
numerous decisions which are 
made in the planning process, 
a list of proposed goals and 
policies has been established. 

These goals and policies , are 
a part of the plan and indicate 
the rationale of-the plan. They 
should be helpful to both pub- 
lic Officjals and private citizens 
in making decisions which af- 
fect urban growth and develop- 
meng. 

Such goals and policies adopt- 
ed and adhered to by elected 
governmental officials should 
be effective in achieving clear- 
er understanding of purpose, 
and éonsistency and coordina- 
tion in creating an improved 
environment. 

Goals and objectives for coun- 
ty development — 

Area-wide gdal: To promote 
and protect the health, safety 
and general welfare of the resi- 


dents of the county and to pro- 
mote economy, convenience and 
good appearance in the area by 
guiding physical developments 
ugh the comprehensive 
planning process. 

Objectives - Policies:

Dissent on Way Nationwide Pact 


Was Reached fo

We have a new contract, or 
hadn't you heard? It’s not your 
fault if you didn’t get the news 
about. the new contract. 

Our) international union did 
all it could to make sure we 
didn’t) know until it was too 
late. They invited 600 delegates 
—mostly focal union presidents 
— to a conference in Chicago 
and then sprang an 1l-page con- 
tract on them “for their ap- 
proval.”” 

This contract literally came 
out of nowhere—no one had 
heard a thing about it. Ot’ well, 
it was a two-day conference, so 
the delegates had one whole 
day “to think about it.” 

On March 29, the delegates 
approved, Basically, the con- 
tract extends the contract we've 
got now three more years after 
August 1974. Pretty early for a 
new contract, don’t you. think? 

The contract gives away our 
right to strike on wage and all 
other national issues in return 
for a piddling $150 bonus per 
worker and a “guaranteed” 3% 
yearly raise, starting in '74. 

Of course, we can, still strike 
on local issues, If we get the 
personal approval of his majes- 

ty, I. W. Abel, our international 
president, 

Big labor and big steal are 
wei 

its true, We're nothing but 
dues dollar signs to the inter- 
national. 

They made sure we wouldn’t 
be able to put pressure on our 
local | presidents for a better 
contract. The contract’ had to 
be approved by May 15, or the 
offer would be withdrawn com- 
pletely. This way, the contract 
couldn’t be an issue in local 
union elections, which are in 
June. 

Also, local steelworker 
presidents were protected. 
Although the contract passed 
overwhelmingly, the vote 
wasn’t recorded—it was only 
a voice vote. 

Any local president who 
gets flak can say, “I agree 
with you—I voted against it 
all the way. It was the rest 
of them that voted for it.” 
Why are rank and filers treat- 

ed this way? Maybe the steel- 
worker union thinks we’re too 
dumb to understand the new 
contract—or maybe théy were 
afraid we would understand. 

From the way they looked and 
talked in ‘“‘Where’s Joe?” (a 
joint film), could you tell any 
difference between: Abel and 
the head of U.S. Steel?. There's 
not much difference in their 
salaries either, and we pay them 
both. 

Supposedly, the problem is 
“foreign competition” and ‘‘poor 
productivity” among U.S. steel- 
workers. The argument goes 
like this: : 

1) U.S. steel buyers start 
stockpiling a'-year before our 
¢ontracts run out, so they'll 
have enough steel if we- strike. 
This means more orders, and 
more jobs, for the time being. 

2) For insurance, buyers also 
turn to foreign steel, especially 
Japanese, which sells for less. 
Foreign steelmakers, taking ad- 
vantage ofthe situation, demand 
longterm contracts. 

3) The result? Permanent 
layoffs after the new contract 
comes in, because a lot more 
foreign steel is now being 
bought. 

4) The way out? End the 
boom-bust cycle around contract 
time by ending stockpiling. 
How? By giving away our right 
to strike. In the long run, beat 
foreign competition by increas- 
ing worker productivity to off- 
set the low wages paid foreign-

ers (get the idea \behind our 
joint company-union productiv- 
ity committee?) 

The truth is, Japanese steel 
is cheaper than ours because 
U.S. companies have ‘been 100 
greedy to lower their prices. 

Certainly, Japanese workers 
are paid less than us, and it’s 
true, Japanese steel sells for 
less. But statistics show that 
the total cost of Japanese steel 
sold in the U.S. is higher than 
U.S. steel, when you include 
shipping costs from Japan. 

In other words, Japanese steel 
sells for less here because 
Japanese companies are willing 
to accept less profit per ton in 
order to get some of our mar- 
ket. 

For’ years, most of the big 
business community. in this 
country has criticized U.S. 
steel’s pricing policies as sure 
suicide. But Edwin Gott, head 
of U.S. Steel Corp.,| replied, 
“Lowering prices just: isn’t part 
of our way of life in this coun- 
try.” He should have added, 
“At least for monopolies like 
us\” 

Big steel thought U.S. buyers 
would be too patriotic to go for 
foreign steel. They were wrong 
—steel buyers are just as gree- 
dy as the companies who sell 
the steel. 

“Where’s Joe?” was only 
part of the story. The movie 
didn’t talk about the billions 
of dollars U.S. steel has in- 
vested in foreign companies. 

The companies only wor- 
ry about foreign competition 
when it suits them. They’re 
more than happy to exploit 
cheap foreign labor for ex- 
tra profits—and not'say a 
word about it to us, 

Suppose we did work harder, 
and actually lowered the cost 
per ton of U.S. steel. 

The companies have already 
proven they won't lower prices, 
80 how would this cut down im- 
ports? What would} happen is 
the companies wbuld make 
more profit on what they do 
sell, as costs would be lower. 

What else would happen? 
Thousands more of us would 
lose our jobs. 

Since the volume of U.S. steel 
Sold will remain about the same, 
higher productivity means less 
people needed to, do the work. 
‘Where’s Joe?” |National Steel 
booted him out the gate. 

We can’t let the companies: 
and our sell-out union deceive 
us. Higher productivity without 
job guarantees is sheer murder. 
‘Ask the rubber workers, or the 
coal miners — from Akron to 
Charleston, living in shanties 
and on welfare. 

They were sold the same bill 
‘of goods we're now getting, and 
‘over the years thousands of 
them have lost their jobs. 

The companies might have 
bargained for long-term or ex- 
clusive contracts just like the 
Japanese. They could haye low- 
ered their’ prices—or done a 
number of things if they were 
sincerely interested in our jobs. 

But no, they’re really just int- 
erested in more profits, so they 
want to keep high prices and 
lower their costs at our expense. 

Meanwhile, they talk to us 
about foreign competition in the | 
hope that we’ll go along vuntil 
it’s too late. 

We have to put pressure on 
our Granite City steelworker 
locals to take a stand 
the high-handed actions of the 
International, condemning, the 
way this contract was passed, 
demanding full rank and file 
participation in any and all bar- 
gains which affect our lives, and 
opposing all limitations on the 
right to strike, one of our most 
important weapons.

3,968 New Cases Filed 
In Court During March 


New cases totaling 3,968 were 
filed in Madison County Circuit 
Court during March and 3,682 
were terminated, according to a

The new cases included 52 of 
more .than $15,000 demanding 
jury with 69 terminated, 
ing 1,084 cases pending;

minated, leaving 471 pending 
and 43 non-jury cases of less 
than $15,000 with 48 terminated, 
leaving 236 pending.

Paul Simon, who served from 
1969 to 1973 as lieutenant gov- 
ernor and for 14 years in the 
Illinois General Assembly,- hds 
made his income public in de- 
tail for the 18th consecutive 
year.

Medicare Coverage 
To Be Expanded 


Beginning July 1, people 65 
and over who haven't been able 
to get Medicare hospital insur- 
ance may become eligible. 
They can apply for the protec- 
tion now according to Paul 
Schmidt, acting social security 
district manager in East St. 
Louis. 

“Previously, to get Medicare 
hospital insurance, you had to 
be 65 or over and either eligible 
for social security payments or 
have a certain amount of social 
security work credit,” Schmidt 
said, 

“Under -recent amendments 
to the social security law, peo- 
ple 65 or over who were not 
eligible before now may pur- 
chase Medicare hospital insur- 
ance protection. To get this 
protection, however, they must 
also sign up for the medical 
insurance part of Medicare. 

“This new provision is de- 
signed to extend hospital: insur- 
ance coverage to people 65 or 
over who have little or no work 
credit under social security and 
are unable to get compatable 
insurance thfough private com- 
panies,” Schmidt said. 

The initial premium for_hos- 
pital insurance will be $33. a 
month plus $6.30 a month for 
medical insurance. “The pro- 
tection: will begin July 1, 1973 
for people who sign up before 

1,” Schmidt said.
